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FINEST HOSPITAL 
IN CANADIAN WEST 


First Sod Turned “Bp. C. Frases on 
Site of New $225,000 Public 


Hospital” 


In the presence of a large gather- 
ing of hospital officials, city officials, 
and prominent business men, the first 
sod was turned on the site of the new 
Royal Alexandra Hospital yesterday 
afternoon, President A. C. Fraser of 


the hospital beard driving the team, 
and Mayor Lee directing the course 
of the plow with a degree of ease aad 
accuracy suggestive of long practice. 

“This is the happiest day I have 
spent since I came to Edmonton,” 
said -A, ©, Fraser in the brief ad- 
dress which he delivered at the close 
of the ceremony, adding, however, as 
an afterthought, “with the exception 
of the day on which I was married. 

“IT am satisfied that the people of 
Edmoriton showed that theff hearts 
were in the right place when, on 
Monday last, they ratified the bylaw 
which has made the erection of the 
hospital possible, and I am confident 
that the institution we propose to es- 
tablish will do everlasting credit to 
the city.” 

Praise for Board Members, 

Deprecating the praise which had 
been accorded to him in connection 
with the project, Mr. Fraser stated 
that there were several who deserved 
very great credit for the services they 
had rendered. He wished especially 
to mention A, T. Cushing, of whom he 
said; “There are few men in Ed- 
monton who have been so faithful In 
hospital work.” 

He thought, too, that great credit 
was duc also to K W. McKenzie, 
chairman of the building conimittee, 
for the excellent work he had done. 

“This time last year,” said Mrs. 
Arthur Murphy, president of the La- 
dies’ Hospital Aid, ‘‘we hardly dream- 
ed that we would so soon be turning 
the first sod of the site for the new 
hospital, with such a rose-colored out- 
look as that which is presented to- 
day when we realize that we havé 
$225,000 to spend on the object for 
which we have been working. 

Money Will Be Well Handled. 

“This money will be in the hands 
of twelve good men and true, and 
the ratepayers may rest assured that 
it will be spent to the best possible 
advantage, and that the institution 
which it is proposed to erect will be 
one with which all will be more than 
satisfied. 

“I would wish to endorse all that 
Mr. Fraser has said of the good work 
done in the past. When we think 
of the self-denial and enthusiasm dis- 
Played by those who labored in the 
interests of hospital work before Ed- 
mvunton was so large a city as it ig 


today, we realize that here today we 
stand upor a foundation laid by 
others.” 

Mayor Lee, who followed with a 
brief address, said: “I wish to con- 
gratulate you most heartily on the 


success which has attended your ef- 
forts as evidenced in the stage which 
has now been reached. 

“You are to be congratulated also 
on the steps which have been taken 
towards the financing of this institu- 
tion. It is only right and proper 
that all should contribute to an in- 
stitution of this kind, and the only 
method by which such equal con- 
tribution by all could be secured was 
by taxation. 

“I feel that the highest praise is 
due to those who have managed the 
work in the past, and under such ex- 
cellent management we can confident- 
ly hope for the largest possible mea- 


sure of success for the new institu- 
tion.” 
K. W. McKenzie, chairman of the 


building committee, said that it was 
a source of great encouragement to 
the board to find that the ratepayers 
had given such hearty endorsation to | 
the proposals of the board. 

“The work will proceed at once,” 
he said, “and in little more than a 
year we may expect to be comfort- 
ably housed in the new institution, 

“when this is accomplished no one 
will be better pleased than the mem- 
bers of the nursing staff. I do not 
know that any person or body has 
suffered so’ much from the lack of 
proper accommodation, unless the 
patients themselves.” 

The proceedings were brought to 
a close by three hearty cheers for the 
new institution, followed by an ad- 
ditional cheer, no less hearty, given 
at the suggestion of Mrs. Arthur Mur- 
phy, “for the young Albertans whe 
will be born on this site,’’ 

The site of the new building in- 
cludes two blocks in the Hudson'# 
Bay Company's Reserve, fronting on 
Norwood boulevard, between Second 
and Fourth streets, on the north side 
of the extension of the boulevard. 
The site is 720 feet by 5,500 feet. The 
contract for the work of construc- 
tion has been awarded to the Cannell 
and Spencer Construction Company, 
TAmited, The building, which it is 
hoped will be completed within a lit- 
tle more than a year, will he the 
largest hospital building in Western 
Canada.

The accident occurred as

Two 
cars of the bie switchback were quick- 
ly filled When they were flying up 
the incline and the party § laughing 
and shouting, plunged down the first 
steep grade. Up the next incline the 
cars shot to the highest point of the

at a mile a minute pace. Something 
went wrong with the mechanism, 
and as the cars were dashing around 
the first turn, the rear car jumped the 
track dragging the forward one with 
it. Ten of the occupants were hurl- 
ed from the seats and went crashing 
down amongst the supports, where 
they lay unconscious in a huddle,

Mr. McFadden says the line between 
Winnipeg and Bdmonton is still under 
the jurisdiction of the construction 
department and has not yet been 
taken over by the operating depart- 


ment. He has no advice as to the 
time when it will be formally taken 
over, The line between Winnipeg and 


Wainwright is in excellent condition. 
It will admit of the running of fast 
trains. There is still one lift of ballast 
to place on this section before the 
road is wholly completed. Between 
Wainwright and Edmonton two lifts 
are yet to be laid, Ballasting gangs 
are now at work on this. 


There have -been persistent rumors 
during the last few days concerning 
the inauguration of a daily through 
passenger service between Winnipe 
and Edmonton, Mr. McFadden knows 
nothing about it, however, and there Is 
no official in the city who does, 

It is not unlikely ,however, that the 
passenger service will be inaugurated 
about the same time as the freight 
service, which is announced for July 
4. If this is the case, Sdmonton's 
cup of joy will be full to overflowing. 


Mr. McFadden and Mr. Bedson, tra- 
velling freight agent, expect that the 
G.T.P. will handle a large quantity of

IS NOW ASSURED 


The Liberals Are Warned, However, 
Of The Danger Of Over- 
Confidence. 


Mafnville, June 28.-—From a gen- 
eral survey of the Vermilion district, 
the election of Premier Sifton is as- 
sured, unless the over-confidence of 
the Liberals lets a won victory get 
away from them. 

This is xiways «a dahgéerdus factor 
in a bye-election where a minister is 
opposed by an energetic candidate 
with a fair number of helpers. It 
is more than usually dangerous here. 
The present is a busy season among 
farmers, and no doubt hundreds will 
stay home. The Vote can scarcely 
be other than small, 

This in itself introduces an element 
of uncertainty and in a close  con- 
stituency might easily give the vic- 
tory to whichever party is strong in 
the settlements where the work is 
more advanced or where the farmers 
are well enough circumstances not

Because the Liberals are certain 
their man will win the chances are 
that more of them will stay at the 
breaking on polling day.
